U.S. Patent No. 4,934,304 discloses a clip useable as a 
bookmark and which includes, in one embodiment, an animal at the 
top. There is no thin member which may be used as a bookmark in 
which separates the upper torso from the lower torso, as in the 
present invention. 

U.S. Patent No. 5,501.171 For Flexible Bookmark With Holder For 
Writing Instrument . 

U.S. Patent No. 5,501,171 discloses a bookmark that can be 
folded or compressed into a small bundle. The bookmark does not 
resemble the bookmark of the presently disclosed invention. 
Rather, the holder of the "171 patent appears to be like a sock. 
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Pes, 38.916 For A Book-Ma rk Design, 

U.S. Design Patent No. 38,916 for a bookmark design 
discloses a bookmark having the appearance of a teddy bear, but 
does not have the thin, intermediate member or other structure as 
disclosed in the present application. 

Des, 280.529 For Book Marker Design * 

U.S. Design Patent 280,529 shows a bookmark having a comical 
face at one end, but does not have any corresponding structure at 
the opposite end of the central bookmark member, as disclosed in 
the present application. 

u,s. Patent No. 5.103.758 For A Bookmark . 

U.S. Patent No. 5,103,758 discloses a bookmark having at one 
end a clip and, at the other end, no additional structure which 
would serve as an abutment at the opposite end of an intermediate 
member, and as disclosed in the present application.
